Well,  perhaps 
Studies  in  Murder  isn't  quite  so  bad  as  all  that,  but  it 
is  exciting  enough  to  cause  the  most  blase  sophomore 
and  the  most  innocent  senior  to  sit  up  half  the  night 
in  order  to  get  at  the  inside  facts  concerning  five 
classic  murders. 

To  the  ambitious  student  who  wishes  a  vast  amount 
of  source  material  for  a  series  of  detective  and  mys- 
tery stories  this  bleeding  collection  of  first-rate  crimes 
will  be  more  than  a  delight.  Mr.  Pearson  in  his  first 
chapter  tells  of  the  Borden  case  which  was  talked  of 
over  the  entire  United  States  and  which  came  about 
as  the  result  of — well,  if  you  don't  know,  just  read 
Studies  in  Murder.  In  addition  to  this  most  interest- 
ing crime,  the  author  treats  the  Bram  case  and  the 
Nathan  mystery. 

Cultured  Evanston  and  its  stifling  atmosphere  of 
smugness  wearies  one  exceedingly  at  times.

ORPHAN  ISLAND  BY  ROSE  MACAULEY 

ORPHAN  ISLAND.  Rose  Macaulay's  latest  sa- 
tire on  life  and  conventionality,  compares  favorably 
with  TOLD  BY  AN  IDIOT  and  POTTERISM, 
but  ORPHAN  ISLAND  satirizes  particularly  Vic- 
torianism  and  Victorians.  The  setting  is  an  island 
somewhere  in  the  South  Seas,  populated  by  the  de- 
scendants of  one  Miss  Smith  and  her  consort,  Dr. 
O'Malley,  and  by  the  offspring  of  some  forty  or- 
phans. 


The  whole  thing  begins  back  in  1855  when  a  ship 
is  wrecked  off  the  coast  of  the  island,  the  ship  con- 
taining Miss  Smith,  the  ship's  doctor,  Jean,  the 
Scottish  nurse,  the  crew,  and  the  orphans.  They 
sojourn  to  the  island  and  Miss  Smith  subsequently 
marries  Dr.  O'Malley  despite  his  dissipations. 

When  Mr.  Thinkwell  and  his  family,  of  Cam- 
bridge, visit  the  island  in  1923,  Miss  Smith  is  still 
alive,  ninety-eight  years  old  and  the  matriarchal 
ancestress  of  over  half  the  population.  She  believes 
herself  to  be  Queen  Victoria,  and  calls  the  rather 
crude  tropical  hut  which  is  her  home  Balmoral. 
She  even  affects  the  well-known  We. 

The  manners  and  customs  of  Orphan  Island  are 
the  same,  with  exaggerations,  as  those  of  Victorian 
England.  With  the  death  of  Miss  Smith  after  the 
discovery  that  Dr.  O'Malley  had  a  wife  whom  he 
had  never  divorced  back  in  England,  there  is  a 
small  revolution  in  which  the  Smiths'  lose  control 
and  the  Orphans  come  into  their  own. 

At  times  Miss  Macaulay's  satire  is  a  little  ob- 
vious, but  on  the  whole  the  book  is  well  written, 
in  her  usual  S3'nopsis  style,  and  well  worth  reading.
